Anderson Grigley, negro miner, was 
blamed for the explosion in the Pre­ 
mier Coal company mine, in Shelby 
county, January 29, wherein 27 were 
killed, the report said. 
Misplaced shots, which were placed 
by Grigley resulted in the Premier 
mine explosion.
